The Saints will never thruſt them- 
ſelues into the mouth of the Bealt, they 
baue more wiſedom then ſo , but when 
the Harlort will play the Beare, and the 
Lion, with them, as many times ſhee 
doth, the is forced in ſpite of all hir 
mallice, to yeld them houey , & it pro- 
ues ſo {weet , that they mall take plea- 
ſure in init mi tie, in reproac hes, in ne- 
ce ſlities, in perſecutions , in diſttelles, 
for Chriſt his ſake, whoſe power, doth 
fo reit vpon them, that when they are 
weak e, theu are they ſtrong. How ſweet 
Mall rhe waters be when the Lord 
hath bealed them?

I haue 
to doe Witha child, a child not in years 
but vnderitanding , the Hatlot will 
keepe thee ſo; the Lord ſheyv thee hit 
deceit , I goe on iu the Generall, That 
both life aud goods & licerty are to be 
kept, yea & to bee improued too, till 
they ſtand iu competition, with the pu- 
ritie of the l & now that they 
doe, wee haur our warrant What to do, 
& our woe too if wee doe it not; aud 
to the Saints the choice is eaſy, neither 
are their lives now deare vnto them, it 
is vow necellary , ſay they (the loue of 
Chriſt coultraivs them, that wee goe, 
not that we ſhould live. OI (my La; 
bow faine would I haue thee rightly 
enderftand this? why kzow my child. 
theſe doe not thruſt themſelues into 
dãger, as they will not cowardly auoid 
it. They dare not pray for perſecution, 
againit it they may; that they may not 
be hurt of it they do; nay iu this parti- 
cular, they wreitle with God, tot they 
know that this Eſau bath a ſtearne 
Jooke; & there muſt be much adoe to 
t kiſſes from him.
